Santiago Surrenders to the 
Insurgents, 


Balmaceda’s Forces at the Capital De- 
clare for the Junta, 


The Surrender Hastened by Outbreaks 
of Mob Violence, 


The Houses of the President and 
Other Officials Burned—Bal- 
maceda Escapes to 
His Warships.

New York, Aug. 31.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Herald’s cable ad- 
vices under date of Valparaiso August 
30 says: “The Chanaral regiment of 
the Congressional army took formal 
possession of Santiago tonight, and 
practically the last act in the bloody 
drama of revolution which has torn 
Chile to pieces for the past seven 
months is closed. The capital city was 
in the bands of a bloodthirsty mob last 
night, and while it was unable to 
satisfy its murderous instincts, it de- 
stroyed a vast amount of property. 

THE MOB’S FURY BRBAKS OUT. 

“As soon as the news réached Santi- 
ago yesterday of the overwhelming de- 
feat of the government troops on the 
heights of Piacilla, and the fall Val- 
paraiso, and people knew that Balma- 
ceda’s power was gone, their enmity to 
his government broke forth. ~The 
cry was raised that the President 
should be killed, and the mob started 
for his house. It grew innumbers and 
fury as it went through the streets, 
and by the time it reached the execu- 
tive mansion it was ripe for any bloody 
deed. Short shrift would have been 
allowed the President had he been 
caught, The bloodthirsty fury of the 
mob was balked. Then the desire for 
revenge found vent in the 

“APPLICATION OF THE TORCH, 

*Soon Balmaceda’s house was a 
mass of flames. Before it had been 
destroyed the mob marched off to the 
house of Sefior Goday, ex-Minister of 
the Interior and an ardsnt Balmace- 
dist, and set fireto his house. Then 
the residences of Balmaceda’s mother, 
Gen- Barbosa. Sefiors McKenna and 
Eastman, the government newspaper 


officials were burned -to the ground: 

**The city was panic stricken, business 
was suspended aud the psople, outside 
the mob, kept close to their houses. 
The police, fire department and army 
were demoralized and made no at- 
tempt to maintain order. Balmaceda, 
when he heard of the fall of Valpa- 
raiso, sent for Gen. Baquenado, com- 
mander of the government troops in 
Santiago, to meet him. <A council of 
war was held at Valasquez, at which 
President Balmaceda and leading Bal- 
macedans were present.’ The situation 
was thoroughly canvassed, and it was 
decided 

“TO SURRENDER THE CAPITAL. 
Baquenado was given charge of the 
city and uuthorized to arrange the 
terms of surrender. Word was sent 
to Gen. Canto that all troops in San- 
tiago had deciared adhesion to the 


| Congressional party, and that Santi- 


ago was at his disposal. 

‘“‘The Chanaral regiment was ordered 
to proceed to Santiago to assist the 
government troops in. keeping order 
and prepare barracks for 2000 addi- 
tional troops. Accompanying the reg- 
iment was Sefior A. L. Timirano, who, 
for the present, will act as Intendenate 
forthe capital... 

“SANTIAGO IN A TERRIBLE STATE, 

“It is learned that the city of Santiago 
isin a terrible state. In addition to 
the destruction done by the mob, it is 
threatened with an irruption of all des- 
perate characters iu the surrounding 
country. Gen. Baquenado has posted 
the Imperial regiment in a cordon 
about the city to prevent outlaws from 
entering the city, but it is almost a 
lopeless task. Gen. Canto and staff 
have le{t Valparaiso for Santiago with 
add tional troops. A new chief of 
police of Santiago and a new railroad 
administrator bave been appointed, 

‘““BALMACEDA’S ESCAPE. 

“It is asserted on good authority that 
Balmaceda went by special train to 
Talcabuano yesterday. There he will

NEWS AT WASHINGTON, 


Admiral Brown's Report—Insurgents 
Receive Cheering Dispatches. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.) A dispatch dated 
Valparaiso, August 29, has been re- 
ceived at the Navy Departmrnt from 
Rear Admiral Brown. It says: “The 
insurgents have possession of the city 
of Valparaiso. It was taken yester- 
day morning after a very sanguinary 
engagement. The government bad the 
advantage of a good position, but had 
baw generalship. The troops were dis- 
affected. The insurgent ships were 
not present and the forts were not en- 
gaged. The Lynch with three second- 
class torpedo boats were captured. 
The forzign admirals demanded 
guarantees protecting the lives and 
‘property of foreign subjects. I have 
100. men at the consulate. Many 
refugees are aboard. The provisional 
president is here,’’ 

The followiag dispatch was received 
thie afternoon by Montt, one of the 
Congressivnal envoys: 

“IQuiquE, Aug. 30.. 

“The junta of the Congressional gov- 
ernment is en route for Santiago today. 
(Signed) ERRAZURIZ.”’ 


edispatch from Admiral Brown 
| to the Navy Department was the only 
information received here today by 
government officials of the situation in 
Chile. Nothing further has been heard 
from the consul at Valparaiso since 
his dispatch announcing the surrender 
of that city to the insurgents. Nor bas 
anything been received from Minister 
Egan at Santiago. It is believed by 
officiala of the State Department, 
notwithstanding dispatches to the 
contrary, that Santiago is still 
in, the hands of  Balmaceda. 
They base this opinion on the 
fact that the department is‘ not in- 
formed by Egan of itscapture. ‘They 
say he would certainly have notified 
the department had the city been sur- 
rendered, as there is no inaterference 
with the cable line via Buenos Ayres 
as far as the department knows. 

It is reliably reported that the Chi- 
lean minister received word today that 
Ralmaceda is still iu posscrssion of San- 
tiago and has not fled. 

The only news received here by the

Edward Fisher, cashier of the Bank 
of Vacaville, states that $265,000 has 
been paid to growers for fruit so far 
this season—a sum slightly less than 
that of last*year at thistime. Ina con- 
sequence of low prices very little dried 
fruit has changed hands and returns 
are therefore behind.

THE WORLD’S GRAIN YIELD, 


Large Shortages in Several Euro- 
pean Countries. 

Vienna, Aug. 30.—[{[By Cable and 
Associated Press.} The Hungarian 
government has issued an estimate of 
the world’s crain harvest based upon 
consular reports from all parts of the 
world. The yield of wheat is esti- 
mated at from 725,000,000 to 736,000,000 
hectolitres, and rye from 350,000,000 to 
360,000,000 hectolitres, being from 44,- 


000,000 to 50,000,000 hectolitres below 


the average for wheat, and from 90,- 
000,000 to 100,000,000 hectolitres below 
the average for rye. 

Austria requires toimport from  10,- 
000,000 to 12,000,000 hectolitres of 
wheat.and 6,000,000 hectolitres of rye; 
Germany 10,000,000 hectolitres of 
wheat and from 23,000,000 to 26,000,000 
hectolitres of rye; and France 30,000,- 
0UO hectolitres of wheat. 

Hungary bas asurplus of 12,000,000 
to 13,000,000 bectolitres of wheat but 
in rye there is a large deficiency. 

In Russia the wheat surplus amounts 
to 16,500,000 hectolitres and the rye 
deficit -amounts to 40,000,000 to 45,000,- 
000 hectolitres.

RECEIVER CRANK’S PLAIN TALK 


No Half-way Measure will be Ac-~ 
Cepted—The Electric People * 
and the Rolling 
Mill. 


The contest between the cable and the 
electric railroad companies has not yet been 
settied. Allofthe parties in interest are 
still in San Francisco, and numerous con- 
ferences are held daily. Someyvprogress has 
been made, but the mangers of thetwo 
corporations appear to have decidedly op- 
posite views as to the value of the respect- 
ive properties, and to arrive at some basis 
of agreement on this important proposition 
will be the first step toward a compromise. 
Judge Silent of this city has joined Mr. 
Crank in San Francisco, and will probably 
remain until negotiations are finally com- 
pleted or definitely broken off. The resig- 
nation of Frank McDonald of the Peoples’ 
Home Savings Bank as secretary of the 
electric company and the sale of the eiec- 
tric bonds held, by the bank caused some 
surprise and considerable speculation as to 
the motive. The rolling miil peopie deny 
th t they have shut down on the electric 
company or will cancel their contract, ‘The 
Chronicle of Saturday gives the following 
account of Friday’s developments: 

FRIDAY’S’ DEVELOPMENTS. 

The sale of the electric bonds held by the 
People’s Home Savings Bank is vouched for 
by Samuel M. Shortridge, the attorney for 
the purchasers. According to his state- 
ment the securities are now the property of 
a syndicate of local corporations, headed by 
C. O. Swanberg of De Bernardi, Westphal 
& Co., and of the Merchants’ Refrigerator 
Company, the negotiations having been 
completed yesteruay afternoon. 

The resignation of Frank V. McDonald 
as secretary of the electric road is an ' ad- 
mitted fact. A Curvnicle reporter at-. 
tempted to see M, H. Sherman, president 
of the electri¢é company, about it, but Mr. 
Sherman has a decided aversion to personal 
interviews with reporters, and succeeded in 
preserving his invisibility, He sent down 
B Dote, however, saying: “Mr. McDonald 
has resigned as secretary of the Electric 
Railway Company. It was understood 
when be took the position it was only tem- 
porariiy. His other duties require all his 
attention. Has only consented to hold his 
position till now, at the urgent request of 
the cumipapy.” 

The cable road people were surprised and 
@ littie rejoiced to bear of Mr. McDonaid’s 
stepping out. They hinted mysteriously 
that there were other reasons for the resig- 
nation besides that mentivned by Mr. Sher- 
man, aud of a much more serious character, 

All day yesterday there were meetings 
ana conferences of the parties interested in 
the matter. ‘The electric road men re- 
quested, after a brief interview in the 
morning, that they be left alone’ until to- 
d«y, when they would be prepared to an- 
nounce the terms on which they could set- 
tle the contest. Most of the meeting and 
yogis gy | was among the electric men, but 

6 only statement that could be obtained 
from them was a written one, reading: 
“The only thing accomplished today is that 
certain preliminary iezgal questions have 
been submnitted to the attorneys for the 
respective companies, and are now being 
considered by them.” 

From apowwer source it was learned that . 
the legal questions arose partly from the 
fact that the electric road is an Arizona 
corporation, and thatthe courts of this, as 
as well «s other States, are beginning to 
scrutinize more closely than heretofore the 
acts of stock companies organized under 
the laws of other common weaiths, 

“Buy, sell, or fight, is the proposition,” 
said J. F. Crank, ihe receiver and represent- 
ative of the cable road yesterday. 


ben Mr. Crank told wimt his peo- 
ple could and would do and what 
they would not, pro- 


posed,” he added, “that the Electric Kail- 
road Company should take our road at an 
outside figure of $2,000,000, and this is the 
only propusition that has been fairly and 
squarely made. The debts of thecabie com- 
pany ere heavy, to be sure. First, there 
w 8s the issue of $1,500.000 of first mortgage 
bonds. Of these $836,000 were sold, ail to 
San Franciscans. Afterward there was 
the hypothecation of #304,000 more, but 
the legality of this transaction is ques- 
tioned on technical grounds. Then the 
road was sold to the Pacific Railway Com- 
pany of Chicago, which iseued second mort- 
gage bonds tw the amount of $1,664,000, Of 
these, $573,000 were sold in Chicago, and 
the restof the issue was hopothecated as 
collateral. My proposition is for the elec- 
tric company to take over our road and pay 
us enough to extinguish the debt. ‘I'he first 
mortgage bonds must be paid in full. The 
second mortgage securities can 
bought up at from 50 to 60 cents on 
tue dollar, so $2,000,0v0 wil! just about cover 
the whole liability, includimg the #304,000 
which is in dispuie, 

**Now, if the electric company cannot see 
its way to do this, wecan accept no half- 
way measure. That is all we willdoin the 
way of acompromise. Ifthe thing is not 
settled thus, it willbe war to the knife, 
The second mortgage bundholiders of the 
cable company stand ready to take hold of 
the road. They will, if necess.ry, convert 
their bond holdings into stock and put up 
the money necessary to make a winning 
fight. ‘They will assume the first mortgage ° 
debt, and then they will sweep the street 
railroad field in Los Angeles. The horse- 
car lines of the system will be fitted out as . 
electric roads, feeders of the main cable 
line, under the terms of the-franchise now 
beld by ourcompany. ‘Tbe present electric 
road will be shut outof the profitable terri- 
tory on every side, and then our antagonists 
will be glad tocompromise on the best terms 
we will give. i 

“] know they object to our figures as too 
high. “hat is because they figured when 
they began their road that they could crowd 
us to the wall and then:buy the bankrupt 
and ruined road for ,000.”” . 

Gevurge Whittell of the Pacific Rolling 
Milis said | st night: “The Chronicle has 
been uniformly corgectin stating that the 
rolling milis bad no intention of canceling 
or withdrawing from its contract with the 
Los Angeles electric road. ‘There never 
has been any such intention or any- 
thing like it, though the bag” 
been repeatedly modified, 
celing the contract would bring pe- 
cuniary benefit to the mills, it would not be 
done. The commercial reputation | 
company is too valuable for such a course. 
I must say, however, that no such contract 
would be sanctioned by the present directo- 
raté of the ro.ling mills, ‘he mills wiil - 
never hereafter agree to take bonds in pay- 
ment for work and materials.

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MUELLER’S HOMESTEAD 


Land Office Decision Settling 


a Boom Deal. 


A MONROVIA SPECULATION 


An Attempt to Deprive an Igno- 
rant Man of His Property 
Stopped by the 


Authorities. 


The recent decision of Receiver Bryant of 
this city in the case of Georgo W. Dumbell 
vs. Charles Mueller, recommending the 
dismissal of the contest and allowing the 
defendant’s homestead entry tag stand, bas 
peen affirmed by Thomas H., 
Carter of the General Land Offi@e at Wash- 
ington, D. ©. 

Charlies Mueller, a German, made a home- 
stead entry on July 24, 1884, for lots 4 and 5 
of the S\ of the NEY of seo. 22, T. 1 N., 
R. 11 W., and after duly advertising, sub- 
mitted commutation proof and was allowed 
to make cash entry for said tract on May 7, 
1897, 

On December 17, 1889, Dumbell initiated 
a contest against the entry, alleging in sub- 
stance that Mueller, between the time of 
making his application to enter under the 
homestead law and the time of makin 
proof and the issuance of the final certili- 
cate, covenanted and agreed with one J. M. 
Studebaker to sell and convey the land to 
him after he had procured the title thereto, 
That on September 16, 1889, Mueller did 
sell and convey said land to Studebaker for 
the sumof $15,500. That Mueller, there- 
fore, swore faisely that no other person than 
himself and family had any interest in the 
land, and that he bad not offered or agreed 
to sell or dispose of the same to any person 
whatever. 

A triai was duly bad on May 2, 1890, and 
Receiver Bryant rendered his separate de- 
cision as above stated. Register Seamens 
did not join in the decision, nor did he ren- 
der one of his own, bis reason for not doing 
so being that he wasa party defendant in 
the action of J. M. Studebaker vs. H. H. 
Boyce et al., for the foreciosure of a con- 
tract of sale for the same lands involved in 
the contest. While the rules of practice re- 

vire both Kegister and Receiver upon the 

etermination of a contest to render a joint 
report and decision, the former was excused 
on account of his interest in the premise 
and the decision was considered and treate 
as any other, notwithstanding it did not 
bear his signature, 

Dumbell appealed therefrom on October 
29, 1890, on the ground that it was contrary 
to the law and the evidence. ‘ 

From the record it appears that In 1881 
Mueller purchased a tract of land, said to 
contain about fifty-eight acres, from the 
railroad company, adjoining the ‘and after- 
ward covered by his homestead entry. 

In the early part of March, 1587, J. M. 
Studebaker of South Bend, Ind., arrived in 
Los Angeles, where he met one W. N. 
Monrce, then a real-estate agent and specu- 
lator at Monrovia, who, on learning that 
Studebaker was desirous of purchasing 
property in California for a winter home 
and speculative purposes, invited him out 
there and showed him severai tracis of 
land. One of these was the property owned 
by Muelier, which Mouroe said he had been 
trying to buy, but was unable to make a 
deal fer it because of Mueiler’s inability to 
understand Engiish. Monroe further in- 
formed Studebaker that if this property 
could be bought for $30,000 or even $40,000 
it would bea good speculation. Wishing 
to investigate, Studebaker went to see 
Mueiler, and made a proposition to pur- 
chase all the land the latter owned in that 
vicinity for £30,000, which proposition 
Mueller accepted. On March 18, 1887, an 
agreement to this effect was signed by both 

uelier and his wife, who were paid $20 
down, and Studebaker then delivered it to 
Monroe, whom, on May 10, he duly ap 
pointed as bis attorpey to act in his stead, 
and to sell all bis real estate in Monrovia, 
Duarte and Arcadia. Mueller, however, 
not being sufficiently conversant with the 
English language understood that he was 
merely selling his railroad land, as he had 
ne intention of disposing of his homestead 
claim. With the aid of a diction- 


ary, however, he gathered that a 
mistake had been made, and sought 
Studebaker, whom he found, three 


hours later, out driving. The matter 
was explained and Studebaker agreed, to 
strike out from the contract everything 
affecting the homestead.. Sbortly after- 
ward Mueller consulted an attorney about 
the matterand wab.teld not to make any 
agreement to sell his homéstead until after 
fipal entry. 

Pursuant to their understanding, Mueller, 
bn March 2, 1887, conveyed to Studebaker 
the railroad land, accepting $14,000 as pay- 
mentin full therefor, and subsequently, 
after making proof, he wrote to Studebaker, 
Offering to sell bis homestead ciaim, but 
never received a reply to his offer. In July 
following, Mueller entered into an agree- 
ment to sell said tract to one H. H. Boyce 
for $39,000; but when Monroe heard of this 
travsaction he. as Studebaker’s agent, im- 
mediately tuok ssession and prevented 
both Mueller and Boyce trom going upon 
‘the land. After demanding possession and 
being refused, Mueller came to Los Angeles 
and consulted a lawyer with a view of 
bringing asuit in ejectment, who advised 
bim to let him have #8000 and 
settle the matter up between Boyce 
aod Studebaker. Acting vn this advice 
he procured a settlement with Boyce and 
on September 16, 1887, conveyed the trust 
by deed to Studebaker fur $15,000. Stude- 
baker subsequently suid the same to Boyce 
under a couiract; but the only payment 
thereon was the first. #%300v, hen the 
others became payable default was made by 
him, whereupon suit was brought and judg- 
ment recovered for the balance due, which, 
however, was subsequently set aside, and 
the matter is still pending in the courts, 

About January, 1889, Monroe suddenly 
disappeared from Monrovia and went to 
South America, considerably indebted to 
Studebaker and a number of others, but 
before leaving heturued over his real es- 
tate business to KE. F. Spence. Ever since 
May 2, 1887, up to Aucust 17, 1889, George 
W. Dumbell was acting as Monroe’s confi- 
dential clerk and bookkeeper, and on going 
over his former employer’s papers, after his 
departure, it dawned upon him that 
Mueller’seutry to the land was fraudulent, 
so in order to make a living be conceived 
the idea of taking up some Government 
land and initiated this contest, 

. AS, however, the facts and circumstances 
fully justify the conclusion that Mueller 
acted in the bast of faith and has given no 
reason for the cancelling of his entry, the 
contest was dismissed. 


MADE A STRONG CASE, 


Los Angeles Supervisors Before the 
« State Board of Equalization. 

The Los Angeles Supervisors made a 
good impression before the State Board of 
Equalization, as will be seen by the follow- 
ing Sacramento special to the San Francisco 
Examiner of Saturday: 

Before the clos8 of the session of the 
Board of Equalization last night, John T. 
Gatfey delivered a short address on behalf 
of the ,assessment-roll of Los Angeles 
county. Whether his effort made much of 
an impression upon the members of the 
board 1s not known, but when giving eyi- 
dence under vath, the day before, in bebalf 
of San Francisbo, this gentleman made the 
singularly frank admission that the more 
he studied the sales, assessments and valua- 
tions of lands and rsonal property the 
less he knew aboutthem. 

But furtunately for Los Angeles a strong 
delegation had the cause in hand and they 

resented a strong case. Supervisor E. A. 
Pocrester, when the board met this morning 
made a very interesting speech showing the 
rise and fall of values in the southern cit- 
rus-growing country. The average assessed 
value of land in Los Angeles, he said, iu 
1879 was $5.19 per acre, while the present 
average assessed value, in spite ot the fact 
that av immense acreage of wild and bar- 


land had been placed in the assessment- 


roll since 1879, is $16 per acre, The 
total value of Los Angeles county for 
1879 was $16,223,106, while a year later it 
reached 618,592,652, an increase of $2,276,- 
546. In 1881 the value reached $20,208,791 ; 
in 1882 it was $20,916,535, But in 1883 an 
increase in the assessment occurred in the 
amount of $5,221,252, “but this voluntary in- 
crease,” deciared the Supervisor, “was not 
deemed sufficient by the State Board of 
Equalization and the assessment was 
raised 10 per cent,, making it $20,716,417, an 


increase over 1832 of $8,794,782. From that 
time the value suowed a continual increase 
till 1887, when it, jumped to $99,416,402. 

“This result was caused by the bad’ judg- 
ment of the Assessor in following the wild 
boom and speculative values, and this hon- 
orable board, upon being advised’ of the 
condition of affairs, cut the assessment roll 
down 10 per cent, leaying the assessment 
for that year at $89,824,508, But the follow- 
ing year found-thsvAssessor still sufferip 
from boom fever, aud as aresult the rol 
was aguin increased by him to the amount 
of $21,493,788, and the State Board of 
Equalization again came to the relief of the 
plundered taxpayers and reduced the roll 
10 per cent, leaving it at $102,944,061. 

“Then commenced the day of reckoning. 
In 1889 the roll showed a decrease of 
$1,000,000, and the State board, in its fair- 
ness, recognizing that the county was as- 
sessed out of proportion tothe rest of the 
State, again reduced it 10 per cent. 

“In 1890,” continued the Supervisor, in a 
sort of mournful tone, “the boom was com- 
pletely ‘busted,’ and the paper towns that 
had been placed on the asses:ment roll by 
crazy speculators were swept entirely away 
and were returned to acrerge, and then, as 
though the ‘busted’ boom were not enough, 
the red, white and black scale atiacked the 
orange groves,utterly destroying thousands 
of acres, so that the trees had to be dug up 
for firewood. 

“At the same time a mildew attacked our 
vines, and it looked as though these indus- 
tries were entirely doomed. Through the 
indomitable perseverance of our people, 
however, both pests were finally destroyed, 
though not befure immense damage had 
been done. 

“All values throughout the county fell 
sympathetically and the roll decreased $13,- 
000,000, but the State Board understood the 
reasons and possibly wondered thatthe de- 
crease had not been greater. 

“In 1890, after deducting the. value of 
Orange county, which had been divided 
from us, the assessed value was £69,475,025/ 
From that we have made an increase this 
year of over $2,500,000, and the fact that 
the crisis is passed and that the county is 
being developed on safer and mdre conser- 
vative lines, will be apparent in our in- 
creased assessment rolls in the future.” 

In concluding Supervisor Forrester said 
that a careful scrntiny of the figures ha had 
used would show that Los Angeles had al- 
ways endeavored to place on the roll the 
true cash value of all taxable property, and 
had never shirked bearing its full quota of 
the burdens of State taxation, 

in reply to questions by members of the 
board, he said that the Assessor had not 
been guided py the famous cast-iron sched- 
ule prepared at the Los Angeles meeting in 
Juve last in his assessment of fruit trees. 
Young trees were assessed for what they 
were reasonably worth, three and four year 
old budded stock at $50 per acre, and trees 
in bearing from #100 to $250 peracre. He 
denied the assertiou, and gave ficures to 
prove it, that orange trees in Los Angeles 
county were not assessed till they were in 
bearing. . 

One of the features of the case presented 
by Los Angeles was the studied determina- 
tion to draw no comparisons with other 
counties, and whenever an allusion was 
made to San Bernardino, Ventura or San 
Diego, the delegates refused absolutely to 
discuss it.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA CLIMATE 
AND THE RACE-HORSE, | 


A New Athletic Club Which will 
Make a Specialty of Pugilism— 
Preparing for the Quail 
Season. 


' That Southern California is to become the 
home of the blooded horse-in the wear fu- 
ture there is not the slightest doubt, and 
that horsemen will come here from all sec- 
tions to breed fine horses is beyond dispute. 

This climate could not bave been im- 
proved bad it been created for the horse, 
and breeders are having their eyes opened 
to this fact all over the country; that ex- 
treme heat and cold affect horses just the 
same as men, as has» been illustrated this 
summer. On this subject an eastern paper 


says: 

“While the torrid wave touched Chicago 
vigorously in the last days of last week and 
the opening days of this, itdid not get 
down to real business until it struck New 
York. Horses are like men in many re- 
spects, and excessive heat affects them in 
much the same way. Many of the poor 
equine slaves of Gotham succumbed before 
the blighting and blasting breath of the hot 
wave that roiled across the continent, gath- 
ering in intensity and malignity as it ap 
proached the Atlantic Coast, where, rein- 
forced by the humidity, it became prostrat- 
ing and deadly. Even the race-horses are 
said to have been affected, and one paper 
declares that the defeat of Merry Monarch 
in the Junior Champion on Tuesday, the 
11th inst., was due to the effects of the heat. 
The dry Westchester Hills reflect the sun’s 
rays on a calm, burning New York day ina 
manner that almost rivals Fort Yuma, the 
furnace where Uncle Sam’s soldiers are 
ruasted, down on the Mexican border.” 

Had the great races of the past few 
weeks been run in Southern Calitornia, the 
results would bave been much greater, and 
it is to be hoped that the people of this, the 
garden spot of the world, will not be long in 
building good race-courses and taking steps 
to induce the owners of fihe horses to come 
out here.

A MAN RUINED BY A LOTTERY 
TICKET. 


Won-.a Big Prize, Went to Russia and 
' Finally Landed in the Sibe~- 
rian Mines-—Sievert's 

Story. 


A few years ago a Russian named Sievert 
kept a restaurant in this city, and was quite 
well known. He was unfortunate, how- 
ever, and became dissatisfied and went to 
Tucson, Ariz., where he opened a restau- 
rant near the depot and succeeded in work- 
ing up a good railroad business, as he made 
friends with allthe boys and they never } 
missed achance to throw a dollar in his 
way. 

He was getting rich, ashe only had one 
bad habit, and that was buying Louisiana 
lottery tickets, and this habit, as the follow- 
ing pathetic story will prove, has plunged 
bim into aliving death. 

Several months ago he and a friend 
named Steele bought several tickets to- 
gether and one of the tickets drew $15,000. 
This sudden good luck seemed to wurn Siev- 
ert’s head, for as soon as he cashed his 
draft tor $7500 he made up his mind to sell 
out aod return to bis old home in BEussia. 
' The restaurant and ail his household ef- 
fects were sold at a sacrifice, and his fam- 
ily, consisting of a wife and five little chil- 
dren, were put in a boarding-house, He. 
thought it would not dofor them to kee 
house while he was absent, so he gave his 
wife enough money to last her five or six 
months, and took his departure, 

imstead of banking his money, which 
amounted to $12,000 or $15,000, and takiag 
just enough to take him through, he pock- 
eted the whole amount and started oifon 
his trip. 

_AS soon as he reached Russia he was ar- 
rested for deserting the army or somethin 
of that kind, and his money was confiscated. 
Whether he was given a hearing is not 
known, but he was bustied off to Siberia 
and put to bard work in the salt mines dur- 
ing the rest of his natural life. His family, 
who are very people, communicated 
his wife, and the poor 
woman has been prostrated with grief ever 
since, and from last accounts it is doubtful 
ifjsbe will recover.

WHY NOT AGITATE IT? 


A careful estimate of the work of ex- 
cavating a canal from the head of the 
Gulf of California to the Salton basin, 
so as to flood the desert, fixes the cost 
at $300,000. Thisis a mere bagatelle 
if undertaken by the Government, and 
we venture that the same expenditure 
in no other part ofthe United States 
would accomplish so much. Now that 
the subject has been introduced by 
nature and the whole conntry is more 
or less interested in it the time seems 
most opportune for a thorough agita- 
tion. 

Would it not pay the largest kind of 
dividend commercially, climatically 
andin several other ways to restore 
the waters of the Gulf of California to 
their old bed, and to extend the head 
of navigation to the north end of Sal- 
ton basin? Would it not be a great 
thing for Southern California to dave 


a large, land-locked and perfectly safe 


harbor otit beyond Banning some- 
where, through which a profitable 


| trade could be established with Mexi- 


can coast ports? Wouldit not be a good 
thing for both the Southern Pacific and 
Santa Fé lin sof railway to have the 
desert transformed partly into an in- 
land sea or guif, and partiy into babit- 
able country? Would it not be a good 
thing for the country and tbe peopie 
as well as the railroad companies? 

Climatically speaking, the discussion 
thus far has brought out the ggueral 
opinion that we have nothing to fear 
from the proposed transformation. 
There would be vastly more evapora- 
tion in the desert than we 
have had with the comparatively smail 
Salton Lake, and this would lead 
to abundant rainfalls which would 
promote vegetable growth and quench 
the now almost intolerable heat of the 
desert. We might even have some 
summer rains throughout Southern 
California, but, in the main, our clim- 
ate would probably not vary much from 
that of Lower California, which hgs 
the Pacific Ocean on one side and the 
Gulf of California on the other. 

The subject is worthy a great deal 
more serious discussion than has yet 
been given it. We would be glad to 
see the Chamber of Commerce and 
other public bodies take it up and 
elicit such expert opinions as. can be 
secured. We would like to see the 
matter carried into Congress and 
then thoroughly ventilated. The ap- 
pointment of a commission of the best 
engineering talent to report officially 
on the feasibility of the project and 
the probable results would not be too 
much to ask from the Government as 
a starter. The country is just now 
very much interested in the great 
Southwest; it has got thoroughly 
waked up on the subject of irrigation 
and the reclamation of desert lands. 
There is an opportunity which offers 
possibly some grand results for a mod- 
erate outlay, and all in the general 
trend of progress as already inaugu- 
rated. 

Let us agitate the extension of the 
Gulf of California until we find out 
everything there isin it, and mayhap 
accomplish it!

The land fever having abated, the southern 
country is feeling the depletion which al- 
ways follows that species of sickness, It is 
a pity, too, for their is no fairer and better 
country beneath the sun than Southern 
California when water is turned upon its 
lands, But when it grappled with the boom 
—well, it “bit off more than it could chew,” 
and now itis paying the inevitable penalty 
of error. That locality will bave a wonder- 
ful future, but it has first to undergo the 
slow torture of recovering from its illness. 


Spare your pity, neighbor. Without 
prejudicing our statement before the 
State Board of Equalization, we can 
say that Los Angeles county recovered 
from the “stranded boom” a long 
time ago, and isina very prosperous 
and growing condition now, as will be 
shown sn afew days by the *Midsum- 
mer Harvest Number’ of THe TIMEs. 
The county has made more progress 
toward creaiing wealth during the 
past year than it made inany three 
vears of boom, While the assessed 
values of Los Angeles county last 
year amounted to $67,121,610, this year 
the Assessor foots them up at $69,678,- 
157. Wethink that again of $2,556,- 
547 in one year, is enough, and we pro- 
test against any further increase of 
assessment by the State Board of 
Equalization; that is all. . 

If the up-country were not so in- 
sanely jealous of our prosperity here 
away, boom or no boom, it would not 
be so anxiousto grasp at any straw 
which it thinks indicates calamity for 
Southern California. |

E MADRID AT EVE, 


A Band of American Women 
Abroad in Spain. 


TOLEDO, THESMOORISH TOWN, 


Cordova, of Pleasant Memory-A 
Typical Castilian Senora—Fair 
Seville, the Home of Mu- 
rillo—The Aihambra. 


[Following is a letter written by a 
Los Angeles lady to her college pro- 
fessor: | 

CHAMONIX (France,) July 27, 1891. 

My dear Mr, Esteriy: In a letter 
which I wrote you from Madrid two 
weeks ago, I believe I said that after 
we had gone through Southern Spain 
I should write you something about 
that partof the country. I wonder if 
you are enough interested in ‘‘the land 
of the tomorrow’”’ to hear a little mote 
about it. It certainly possesses a 
charm peculiar to itself, for there is so 
much of ruin and desolation, so much 
of the past that one cannot help a feel- 
ing of sorrow for a people and a coun- 
try who seem to have stopped short in 
their growth, and whose customs and 
manners are so far behind the present 
age. 

ln Madrid we found the people very 
much more curious about the ‘“‘for- 
eigners’”’ thanin any place we bad 
been. Indeed, it was hardly possible 
for us to go outon the street withott 
having acrowd to follow after, One 
morning a8 We were on our road to the 
art gallery we heard the newsboys 
calling (in Spanish, of course) **All 
#bout the Americans! Pictures of the 
American senoritas!’’ and Ican as- 
sure you that never was @ cruwd 380 
stared at as was ours that day. 

Madrid itself is a charming city, and 
the only wonder is it should have been 
put in such an 
country. In the early morning the 
city is full of busy, active life but at 
midday the streets ure deserted, 
stores are many of them closed, aud 
the whole town is asleep. About 4 
o'clock, however, there are signs otf 
renewed vigor, stores are opened, the 
finest goods are ready for display, 
men, women and children are on the 
streets and at 6 o’clock there is no one 
left in the héuse. Thecity is awake, 
Society is out in elegant coachés, the 
parks and thoroughtares are crowded. 
Then is the time tu see Madrid. We 
drove down to the Prado, the must 
beautiful street in the city, and truly 
it seemed as if the citizens were all out 
op dress pasade. 

The eally interesting thing to see in 
Madrid is the'galle y, here are, our 
guide-book says, the finest works of 
artin Euro e. It contains between 
two and three thousand paintings by 
such artists as Velasquez, Kubens, 
Ribera, Murillo and Raphael; but I 
Was particularly inte ested in Muril- 
lo, forty-six of whose pain.ings are 
bung here. Such delicacy of touch, 
purity of thought an beauty of color- 
ing are to be found in no other pic- 
tures. Wheno e has seen the Muril- 
lo’s, he has seen something that makes 
him better and purer; that has given 
hima higher ideal of life, and has 

ade him aricher and a nobler man. 
I do not wonder Spain is proud of her 
Murr llo, and that she guards his works 
with jealous care. 

From Madrid we took a short trip*to 
Toledo, that quaint oid Moorish place 
where more of ruin and desolation is 
seen and felt than in any other Span- 
ish town. The houses are all so plain, 
and are built so closely together, the 
streets being in some places so narrow 
that, standing with arms outstretched, 
I could touch the buildings on either 
side. There were more beggars here 
than we had seen before. The tiniest 
children held out their hands for 
money. One little fellow particularly 
interested us, but we none of us gave 
him any money. For a few minutes he 
disappeared, but as we turned a corner 
we saw the young fellow limping 
towards us on one leg. He had se- 
curely fasteped the other up so that it 
appeared to have been cut off. We 
laughed at the scheme, so be resolved 
to try again, and the next time we saw 
him he had but one arm. . By this time 
we concluded he at least deserved a 
penny for his trouble, and so we got 
rid of him, 

Returning to Madrid where we 
found our landlady awaiting us, we 
spent one more night there and then 
left for Cordova. The pleasantest 
memory of our stay inthe capital, is 
tiie memory of this landlady, who took 
us literally into her arms, and 
whom wes shall always remember 
as the loveliest woman we met 
in Spain. Should you ever go to 
Madrid, visit Signorina Carmona, No. 
27, Calle Mayor. She can not talk a 
word of English, but she will make you 
feel so much at home that you will 
never forget her or her kindly hospi- 
tality. 

Cordova is another old Moorish town, 
principally of interest on account of 
the Mosque which is the most unique 
per of architecture left by the Moors. 

onside the Mosque there are 800 col- 
umns,and it at once impresses the 
observer asa vaat forest of marble 
trunks. This wasthe mecca of the 
Moors, a place of refuge in time of 
trouble, aod a sheiter for the weary and 
oppressed. 

From Cordova we next wended our 
way to fair Seville, so famed iu poetry 
and in song—to Seville, the home of 
Murillo, where he worked and where 
he died. We were not disappointed, 
for although itis not vastly different 
from Toledo or Cordova,.yet it pos- 
sesses a charm peculiarly its own. Tne 
American consul very kindly showed 
us around, taking us_ to the places of 
interest, among which are the cathe- 
dral; the museum, the Alcazar and the 
House of Pilate. The cathedral con- 
tuins the famous pictures, St. An- 
thony of Padna by Merrill, part of 
which was cut out and sent to New 
York, but was aiterward restored to 


-its place. 


The museum contains the picture 
Thomas, which Murillo bimsalf 
considered his masterpiece. There is 
also bere the picture by Murillo’s slave, 
about which the very pretty poem is 
written, 

But we were all anxious to hasten 
our journey, for the weather was ex- 
ceedingly warm, and so without stop- 
ping we went on to Graaada and the 
Albambra. Of course you have read 
allabout the Alhambra. You have 
seen it overand over again in your 
day dreams, or you have seen it 
through the eyes of sonie one who has 
been tbere, or perchance you may bave 
been there yourself and have realized 
the dream of your youth, ‘ 

If you have been there you know 
what came tome as I went through 
the great gate leading into the grounds 
of the palace. Ic was evening, and the 
moonlight, as it cast its shadows 
through the forest of treees, made me 
think [ was on encnanted ground, I 
had dreamed of the Alhambra, but 1 
had not dreamed of such witchery as 
this. Not a person spoke, and we 
droye on in silence, reaching in a short 
time the hotel where we were to spend 


unlovely part of ttie 


ourtime. The hotel is built just under 
an old ruined wall, and is near part of 
the garden belonging to the old palace. 

We secured a guide next day, the 
nephew of the guide who showed our 
own Irving over the place, and we 


started forth to view the Al- 
bambra. But what can I 
you of the garden so full of 


charming memories, of the{towers with 
their enchanting fairy tales, of the pal- 
ace with the traces of past grandeur, 
of the hall where Isabella gave ber 
jewels to Columbus, of the ponds and 
the lovely stucco work—what cun I tell 
you of these but what you have read 
over and over again? We had our pic- 
tures taken in the Court of the Lions, 
and poor pictures they are, too, but 
what of that? 

In the afternoon of the same day we 
visited the Gypsy quarter of Granada, 
where we suw the Queen of the Gyps- 
ies dance. While we stayed for the 
few duys, we visited every part of 
the Alhambra grounds, ‘We saw 
the views by daylight and by 
moonlight, and those views are 
pictures in my mind which I never 
shall forget. After leaving Granada 
we came through the southern part of 
Spain, our object being to reach Switz- 
erland as quickly as possible. We 
tound the cuuntry very delightful as 
we passed through it, very much as | 
imagine some parts of California are. 
We stopped only at Valencia and Bar- 
celona, then on to Lyons, thence to 
Geneva, 

As I look back over our hurried trip 
through this not-much-visited country, 
1 tee) glad to have been there, glad to 
have become acquainted with the 
Spaniard and his bome, and yet not 
quite sorry that the journey is over. 
Tne Spanish girls are kept so closely 
at home that I do not wonder these 
people stared at a crowd of American 
yiris who dared travel through a 
strange country as we did. I was sur- 
prised, too, to find how very fur be- 
vind the rest of the world these people 
are. ‘Tne farmers, for instance, have 
no machines for their work, such as 
we ure accustomed to in America, but 
the grain is cui with the sickle, while 
the binders follow after. The wheat 
is pounded out on gieat threshing 
floors, and, indeed, everything seemed 


to ws so ancient that it 
amusing. 


The railroads, too, in Southern Spain 
were not things of pleasure to the 
traveier. Kverything is 60 slow that it 
tries one’s patience most severely. 
One night about midnight we were 
stopped and ordered by the guards to 
wet our baggage and get out. We 
knew not what bad happened, the 
nigut was as dark as pitch, and we 
could only follow the crowd. In the 
midst of the excitement a spark from a 
torch set my dress on fire, but that was 
soou put out, and we hurried on to 
another train which was waiting about 
balt a mile away. Aftera five hours’ 
delay we started, and it was not until 
next day we learned that our engine 
bad given out. Thus the change and 
delay. 3 
But now we are out of the heat and 
dust and decay of Spain, and as I sit 
bere atthe foot of Mt. Bianc, where 
the air is cool and delightiul, the 
scenery such as can be found nowhere 
else in Europe, I feel very glad to be 
here. Someday 1 wantto go back to 
the Alhambra, to Malaga, to Gibraltar, 
but never again into Central Spain.

THE PAPAGO. 


Found E!sewhere Than San Xavier 
—His Life When Indep ndent. 

Many people, particularly Tucson 
people, suppose the bulk of the Papago 
population to be upon the San Xavier 
reservation under the kind care and 
protection of Uncle Sam’s wing, where 
they are given the most fertile of land, 
tools to work it, with the best market 
in the world adjaceut; where they are 
guarded from all intrusion of the white 
man, who is arrested for pasturing 
stock on the reservation range, is 
hedged in in his dealings with the 
native American by orders from the 
agent in charge, where all is quiet and 
peaceful, the Indian’s elysium, says 
the Citizen. 

The supposition iserroneous. Th 
Papagoes from outside the,fold out- 
number many to one those of the res- 
ervation, and are scattered on the flats 
about the soutbern partof the county, 
in villages from Quijotoa to Mexico. 
These are the more unruly of the tribe, 


right here. 


‘as Papagoes go, and are under no obli- 


gations for tools or agents, and live on 
their own resources. Many of these 
resources are peCuliarly their own, 
others a rude imitation of the white 
man’s. ‘They bunt, and in their own 
way capture many a fine buck or ante- 
lope or mountain lion; they live off 
their little gardens, rudely cultivated 
aud irrigated; raise cattlhe—no: their 
own always; andin a iarge village of 
the tribe near Quijoloa, they wash for 
gold in the creek beds in the raiuy sea- 
son. 

In this region they also show a 
sturdy independence, which, while 
something to be admired, is rather too 
much tinged with a dispositionto bully 
overthe white man. They claim there 
the great flats beyond the village, and 
are said to allow no white man to cross 
it. The white man’s cattle he permits 
to feed there, but many and many an 
Indian brand adorns calves following 
dams with the brands of the more 
affluent ranchers. In fact the nomad 
Papago is a “heap big” thief. He 
sometimes finds employment about the 
mines at the Quijotoa, though miners 
speak of them us generally lazy.

Sbe knows as much about the 
different roads aud botels in the coun- 
try as any man I ever met, and seems 
to enjoy life in ber own peculiar way. 
I always see ber at lewst four times a 
year, sometimes more.

CONVICT PHOTOGRAPHS. 


Latest Effort to Abolish the 
Rogu Gallery. 
[Oakland Times, 

In determining todo away with the 
system of photographing convicts, the 
State’s prison authorities do not ap- 

pear to have reached the root of what 
18 unquestionably a great evil. There 
ig no doubt of the fact that, the pre- 
servation of the photographs of con- 
victs is often of the utmost help in fix- 
ing the guilt of men accused of offenses 
against the law, and equally the mere 
fact of the State possessing his photo- 
graph in its official collection is of itself 
no bar to a discharged convict leading 
an upright life after his release from 
prison if he sees fit to do so. The 
whole trouble lies with the police sys- 
tem—a System that, as at present con- 
ducted in every large city in the land, 
is vastly more provocative than 
preventive of crime, A man 
commits a crime, say for 
the first time, and upon an impulse for 
the moment irresistible, and is sent to 
prison. Atonce he is photographed, 
and by a system of exchange his pic- 
ture comes, within a few days, into the 
possession of every Jim Crow detective 
and police officer, public und private, 
in the United States. The day of: bis 
release from prison is noted, and so 
soon a8 be is at liberty he is warned 
that the police are upon his track and 
that he had better be mindful of his 
actions. Should a crime be committed 
at that particular time, the news .goes 
out that such an one is out of prison, 
and that it is probably bis work. That 
is eudugh for your average “fly cop.” 
lf he does not fasten the guilt upon 
the poor devil it will’ not be be- 
cause of any high regard the offi- 
cer has forthe truth upon the wit- 
ness stand. Again, let the ex-convict 
seek work as an hopest man, and the 
man asked to employ him is at once 
supplied by the police authorities with 
his record and warned what may be 
expected from hiring a jail bird. The 
jail bird, consequently, is thrown back 
upoo bis, own resources, finds every 
man’s hand again:t him, and, almost 
literally in self-defense, raises his band 
against 6 ery man.

OSTRICHES AS SCAVENGERS, 


A Novel Way of Utilizing the Hun- 
Birds. 

A Fresno exchange has an origina] 
idea, which is embudied in the follow- 
ing, which is clipped bodily from the 
Expositor: 

We notice in the Los Angeles papers 
that a gentieman of that city offers 
several dozen ostriches for sal-. These 
birds are perfect street cleuners. Tuey 
wipe off the rubbish from the streets as 
effectively as would a fire. They take 
evérythinug before them. 

Those Los Angeles ostriches may be 
procured at a small price, and there 
would be no expeuse in maintaining 
them. Two men can handle a herd of 
thirty without any difficulty. The os- 
trich has most perfect digestive ap- 
paratus of anytbiag that breathes. Its 
instincts do not suffice to prevent it 
from swallowing very unsuitable 
things. Old shoes, pieces of umbrel- 
las, soda water bottles and discarded 
clothing have been devoured by them 
with no fatal results. The ostrich is 
very patient of thirst. It often sup- 
plies the want of water by eating 
empty oyster cans, gununy sacks, pieces 
of crates, old baskets and cork hats, 
In the absence of these articles it eats 
anything that comes within its reach. 
The goat is not in it. 

The ostrich is easily managed while 
using him asa street sweeper. Take 
a drove of say two dozen, drive them 
slowly up one alley and down arother 
and there would be nothing inflammable 
left behind them. The herd of os- 
triches should be led by the street 
superintendent with the police as aids. 
The work could best be accomplished 
at night after the officers and birds 
bad performed their daily daties.

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WHAT IT? 


A Town Frightened by the Antics of 
a Strange 

Kawsas City, Aug. 26.—[Corre- 
spoudence.| The people of Argentine, 
Kan.,, the little smelter city across the 
Kew River trom this city, are very 
much exercised over a mysterious 
monster which has spread terror 
among the women and children of the 
silver city.

Plant Food, 

Los Aug.. 24.--[To the 
Under this 
head in last Sunday’s issue it was 
pointed out what were purchasable 
fertilizers and how to buy them. It 
was shown that the only expensive 
elements that a fertilizer can contain 
are nitrogen, phosphoric acid and 
potash. 

In this second article it is designed 
to show how a purchaser may protect 
himself against a fraudulent or ignor- 
ant dealer—simply insist upon a guar- 
anteed analysis or refuse to purchase. 

Do you say that you want some plant 
food and that you cannot find any 
complete fertilizer in Southern Calt- 
fornja with a guaranteed analysis, are 
my trees to starve? By no means. 
Buy whatyou need for your. present 
emergencies. Then call together the 
people who are most interested in this 
subject, and by concerted action do 
the very best thing that can be done— 
petition the Legislature to pass an act 
compelling every manufacturer and 
dealer to stencil every bag with an 
analysis of the percentage of plant 
food contained therein. 

See what the little State of New 
Jersey (only about the size of Los An- 
geles county,) has passed: 

“AN ACT TO REGULATE THE MANUFAC- 
TURE AND SALE OF FETILIZERS. 

“1, That every commercial ferti- 
lizer which shall be offered for sale in 
this State shall be accompanied by an 


’ analysis, stating the percentage therein 


of —— or its equivalent in nitro- 
gen; of potash in any form or combina- 
tion soluble in distilled water; and of 
phosphoric acid, the’ proportion of 
phosphoric acid soluble in distilled 
water; that portion soluble in neutral 
solution of citrate of ammonia ata 
temperature not exceeding one hun- 
dred degrees Fahrenheit; and that 
portion of dhosphoric acid not soluble 
in either ofthe above named iluids, 
shall be determined separately; and 
the source from which the phospboric 
acid is obtained shall be stated; a legi- 
ble statement of such analysis shall 
accompany all packages or lots of over 
pounds sold, offered or exposed for 
sale. 

“5. Thatany person selling, offer- 
ing or exposing forsale any commer- 
vial fertilizer without the analysis re- 
quired by the first section of this act, 
or the act to which this act is supple- 
mentary, or with an analysis stating 
that said fertilizer contains a larger 
percentage of any one or more of the 
constituents mentioned in said section 
than is contained therein, shall forfeit 
$50 for the first offense and/ $100 for 
each subsequent offense; provided fur- 
ther, that the provisions of this sec- 
tion, or the act to which this actisa 
supplement, shall not apply to any ma- 
nure, sold ata price not exceeding one- 
half cent per pound, nortoany im- 
ported guanos.’’ (Laws of New Jersoy, 
1874, p. 90.] 

Many of the Eastern States have 
passed similar laws. Why should Cal- 
ifornia not protect its tillers of the soil 
as well as the States of the East? But 
California bas not looked after the in- 


terest of the farmer and grower in this | 


respect, and as half a loaf is better 
than none,let the growers combine 
and demand of the mannfacturers and 
dealers analyses of their goods offered 
for sale. 

The writer remembers an incident of 
his college life. A professor, who was 
unpopular, had unjustly denounced a 
student before the faculty. The boys, 
bent on revenge, got up what was 
supposed to be a first-class calathum 
or horning party. Well armed wit 
horse-fiddies, tin horns, pans and 
drums, and every conceivabie device 
for making night hideous, some two 
hundred students marched to the pro- 
fessor’s house, on the outskirts of the 
town. The hour was after midnight. 
Silence prevailed nntil word was given 
for the music (?) to begin, and then 
such music! In about three minutes 
the professor appeared at the window, 
cuninhand. “if my country will not 
protect me protect myself.”’? Bang! 
Bang! And death-like silence prevailed. 
Next day net a student of all that 
thronug.could’be found thaé had ever 
heard of that caiathump, to say poth- 
ing of having gone on it. 

So let the consumers of fertilizers 
say, “if ourState will not protect us 
we will protect ourselves by demanding 
guaranteed analyses of the fertilizers 
we buy.”’

GROWING PINEAPPLES. 


EXperience of a Florida Grower-- 
What to Doand Avoid. 

MELBOURNE (Fla.,) Aug. 19.—[To 
the Editor of Tue Times.] I see in 
your issue of the 2d inst.,so0me re- 
marks concerning pineapple culture 
as carried on Dy one of your prominent 
nurserymen. I think there are one or 
two points touched upon which I can 
explain to your .readers,and as the 
business is acknowledged to be only 
“in the experimental stage,’’ perhaps 
the suggestions might prove of value. 
The reason why pines are planted so 
close as 22 to 24 inches—even in some 
cases 18—with us, is because after a 
field has grown several crops, the 
suckers which produce the fruit, do 


pot bave direct root hold in the’ 


ground, coming out each year higher 
and higher upon theold plant. Un- 
less supported in some way the weight 
of the apple bends them down and 
breaks them off at their junction with 
the main plant,and the fruit having 
one side directly exposed to the verti- 
cal rays of the sun, becomes scorched 
and ruined. We tind that by planting 
closely the plants supporteach otber 
and this danger is obviated. With 
Red Spanish pines 22 or 24 
inches is aS much space. as 
it is safe to allow, Porto Licos, 
which are much larger plants 
may have 30 to 36, White Antiques 25 
to28 andso ov. ‘Lhe stronger the soil 
the largerthe plant and hence this 
variation allowed in the same varioty. 
I think that after the second crop Mr. 
Morrison will be obliged to stake up 
most of his apples. 

Again deep cuiture in winter is spo- 
ken of. The pineapple with us isa 
surface feeder, and we bave found deep 
culture absolutely disastrous. Fre- 
quent stirring of the soilyan inch or so 
in depth is all we allow, and if the soil 
is naturally loose that should be sufli- 
cient. 

It is necdless to say that all imagina- 
ble methods have been tried and car- 
ried to every extreme, as we have been 
growing pines as a field-crop in this 
State efor fifteen years. We have 
abandonea wide planting and compen- 
sate for reduced soil area by heavy 
applications of nitrogenous fertilizers. 

The industry here is assuming con- 
siderable proportions. This year 
2,000,000 to 2,500,000 plants will be set 
in this county, and probably 1,000,000 
in the next county south, while land has 
been prepared for half as many 
more, which cannot bs planted this 
season for dearth of plants.

The disease producing bacteria may 
be killed by a,current of electricity, as 
has been shown by experiments with 
bottles of water containing them. By 
passing the current from a_ baitery 
»through a loop of wire suspended in the 
water it was found that a small voltage 
was sufficient to deprive the most active 
bacteria of life. The consumption ba- 
cillus died under two and a quarter 
volts, while other more hardy species 
could not survive more than three volts 
and a half. 

Unfortunately, this electrical method 
would be too expensive and troublesome 
for the householder to pursue. It is sug- 
gested, therefore, that cities or water 
companies shall perform the entire task, 
delivering the water to consumers in a 
condition guaranteed harmless. Accord- 

-ing to the plan proposed the killing of 
the microbe is to be accomplished at the 
reservoir. Nothing could be easier than 
to apply the energy of a battery by a 
current at one place in. the supply pipes 
as to kill with absolute certainty every 
microbe that passed trough in the flow- 
ing water. 

A dynamo with a capacity of 1,000 
volts would do the work perfectly for 
the biggest possible pipe, slaying all the. 
bacteria going through and rendering 
innocuous all the millions of gallons 
daily that a metropolis consumes. All 
that is necessary is that a length of the 
pipe shal! be made of insulated material, 
and through holes in its sides will be in- 
serted wires representing the poles of the 
battery—positive on one side and nega- 
tive on the other. Set the dynamo going, 
and the current springs through the wa- 
ter, filling it with powerful electric 
waves necessarily fatal to all living or- 
ganisms floating in the stream.—New 
York Telegram. 7

‘A Lowell Memorial Service—Dress 


Reform Among Men — Some 
Things We Need—Per- 
sonal Mention. 


_ Lack of space prevented a complete 
synopsis of the annual school report 
which was issued a few days ago. 

Among other statistics which will 
be read with pleasure are the follow- 
lowing figures showing the nativity of 
the pupils, from which a good idea of 
the cosmopolitan character of our 
population may be gained: Arizona, 3;

ONE MAN KILLED, ONE WOUNDED 


A Decision tn the Lesher Case to be 
Handed Down Today-—Street 
Opening and the 

Santa 


Yesterday morning the camp of half- 
breed Indians nedr Old San Bernar- 
‘dino whs the scene of a bloody scrim- 
mage, which has already resulted in 
the death of one of the participants, 
and which will in all probability close 
the career of another. ~ 

Just what the cause of the row was 
no one.seems to know. The full facts 
and details will not come out before 
the Coroner’s inquest, which is to be 
held this morning at 10 o’clock on the 
body of the dead Indian. 

After the two redskins had been 
stabbed one of them started off. He 
went toan adjoining house and bor- 
rowed a revolver. The next seen of 
him his body was found on the South- 
ern Pacific travk, on the Curtis place, 
in old San Bernardino. 

Whether or not the Indian found 
dead on the track was run over by the 
train or killed by other Indians before 
his body was placed on the track is not 
yet kpown. As two of the Indians 
who have been in the camp" are miss- 
ing, itis thought by some that they 
followed up the one on the track and 
killed him. The other theory is that 
the dead Indian started to leave the 
country and endeavored to board a 
train while it wasin motion, with fatal 
results. 

The other Indian who was stabbed 
received the biade of a knife in his 
back. He is in a precarivus condition 
Lat present. 

o arrests have been made by the 
Sheriff at present and none will be 
until after the Coroner’s inquest, 
when the full developments in the 
case will come out. 

THE ANTICIPATED DECISION. 

Today a decision is to be handed 
down tn the case against Trustee H. 
G.. Leher, and for a time at least, the 
municipal tangle will probably be at 
rest. In the meantime both of the 
suspended trustees will hold, pending 
a decision of the Supreme Court on ap- 
peal. During the absenceof President 
Kenniston the board will have to have 
a presiding officer. It is understcod 
that one is to be elected on Tuesday 
evening, at which time the board will 
holdits regular meeting. 
three’? have been broken, and the 
the board now stands two to two. 
What effect this tie vote will have 
upon the city business is not now 
known. It isto be hoped that it will 
not result in a ‘“‘tie up’’ of the board. 
If this is the case of course a “‘tie up’”’ 
of all city business and improvements 
will follow. This would prove disas- 
trous to the city and its best interests. 

RESULTS TO BE LOOKED TO. 

There is now on foot a movement, 
which, if carried out, is liable to result 
is serious detriment to the city of San 
Bernardino. it is contemplated to 
open and widen Fourth street and to 
extend the sume. if this is done it 
takes the street right through the Santa 
Fé railroad yards and requires the re- 
movalof certain shops and buildings 
and virtually destroys the utility of the 
yards. The Santa Fé, of course, will 
resist-the movement. The officers 
have uo desire to remove their shops 
from San Bernardino, but if their 
property is taken from them, as is now 
contemplated, they will be compelled 
te place their various institutions else- 
where, much as they desire not to do so. 
The question of opening the street will 
come up in some way at the next 
meeting of the trustees, Tuesday 
evening.

The Body ofthe Sulcide Recovered

Summer Sojourners Homeward 
Bound—What Fair. Says 
about the Coast Road— 
General and Local. 


Reports have gone abroad of late that 
James G. Fair had become dissatisfied with 
the way in which the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany was managing the South Pacific Coast 
barrow-gauge road, and that he was about to 


assume control of the line again. When | 


Vice-President Leland Stanford of the 
Southern Pacific was asked by a Chronicle 
reporter if his company was ready to turn 
over the road to Mr. Fair, be said it had no 
such intention. 

“There is only one way Mr. Fair can get 
control of the road,” said Mr. Stanford, 
“and that is to buy it. .He is a large bond- 
holder of the road, but we are now run ning 
it, and will continue to doso. The only 
change we are likely to make is a change of 
gauge from narrow to standard.” 

Mr. Stanford spoke as if the contemplated 
change were one that would soon be made, 
though he did not say agreatdealon the 
subject. He thought that as the South Pa- 
cific Coastis the only narrow-gauge line 
under the control of the company, it would 
be better to have all the track of a standard 
gauge, soas to facilitatethe handling of 
cars for both passengerand freight traffic. 

Mr. Fair, when seen on the subject, ex- 
pressed himself as opposed tothe coutem- 
plated change of gauge. 

“It wiilnot costa great deal to change 
the line into a standard-gauge,”’ said he. 
“but what would the company gain by it? 
The engines I bought for the road are of 
tha best manufacture, and .it has been 
proved that they are as good for service as 
any of the others of the Southern Pacific 
Company. The line could not be maae to 
pay asa standard-gauge, though it pays 
well enoughas a narrow-gauge road. 
have made several suggestions to the map- 
agement regarding certain matters con- 
nected with the road, but 1 have not ex- 
pressed any dissatisiaction with the way 
things have been running, and I do not 
intend to try to regain control of it.” 

SCRAP HEAP. 

Trains from Long Beach yesterday were 
well loaded with passengers and baggage, 
the summer sojourners being homeward 
bound, The season is already on the wane 
at most seaside resorts, not because the 
heated term is over, but because September 
lapproaches, aud the almanac marks that 
date as a change of season. 

The Southern Pacific Company will soon 
find it necessary to replace the Webster-

NEGRO COLONIZATION. 


Senator Stanford Does Not Favor 
the Scheme, 

The San Francjeco Chronicle of Saturday 
says: 

Senator Leland Stanford has been ac- 
credited by the New York Herald witha 
desire to effect the amelioration of the 
negroes of the South by transporting large 
bodies of them to California. Other papers 
have also taken the matter up and given 
much space to it, one journal = that 
Senator Stanford intended to bring 10,000 
negrves here before wiuter.

and it might be to the interest of the color 
people to bripg them here, as well as for us 
to receive them, for our State needs 
immigration. 1 do not, bowever, advo- 
caie the bringing of negroes here 
in large numbers.@ What colored people 
we have here now | believe to be of the 
better class, They are industrious and as 
arule are desirable citizens. But if we 
were to receive large accessions to our pop- 
ulation frem the lower ranks of negroes— 
such, for oe as many of those in Mis- 
sissippi—we would certainly become sick 
of our bargain. 

“As for the negro asa worker! think he 
can be made to do very well, but the exper- 
iments of some of pur large employers, not- 
ably Mr. Haggin, do not show that success 
is by any means likely to follow the first 
aemet at colonizing them. I have never em- 
ae negroes to any great extent, though 

have employed Chinese—fewer now, 
however, than formerly. The Chineseisa 
very good worker but he isa distrubin 
element of our eee population an 
should not be encourage 

“] do not know what I should do in case 
the colonization of negroes were urged 
upon me, but I know that if 1 were to —_— 
them here, which is not very likely, 1 woul 
aim to bring only the better classes.”’
